ask precisely what 
was so cordially 


granted in the case of the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe Companies. The 
city Charter was framed 
to fit such 


ca?_ev! as the 
present 
one, having a 


clause intended to f>"H;ita,.e the ad- 
mission of competing railrords without 
the imposition of onerous or impossi- 
ble conditions. It has been sought to 
impose upon this franchise a condition 
absolutely prohibited by the Charter. 


Because the new company has re- 


fused to lay hare the details of its busi- ; 
ness at the demand of hostile interests, 
it is charged with not being a bona 
fide enterprise. 


The iharacter of the opposition to' 


the franchise is j-.-oof enough that it is 


nsked for on behalf_of a powerful com- 
petitive system. 
But the statement is 


absurd in view of 
the fact that the 


company has already ^xpended nearly 
;t million dollars in the 
purchase of 


lauds, rights of way and terminal fa- 
cilities, which would be comparatively 
valueless unless devoted to the use o£ 
some great railroad system. Numerous 
circumstances indicate that these pur- 
chases have been made in the further- 
ance of a plan to obtain terminal fa- 
cilities for the Gould system, which 
now reaches from Pittsburg, Chicago 
and St. Louis to Salt Lake City, and is 
being extended eastward to Baltimore.

San 
Joaquin Valley, all of 
which 


now goes to Port Costa. 
It will bring

new ferry system and the erection of 
a. passenger and freight depot for over- 
land traffic, at the foot of Broadway. 
Thus compeition 
will give an added 


convenience to the traveling and busi- 
ness public of this city.

granting the franchise as prayed for 
by two controlling factors. 
One is 


that all the inhabitants of Oakland, 
with a very few exceptions are in 
favor of granting the new railroad the 
same terms as those given the Santa 
Fe. The second is that the opposition 
is urged by those interested in keep- 
ing another railroad from reaching the 
harbor front.

Francisco.—Gov. Dole has issued a call 
for an extra session of the Senate to 
beg-in on the 20th of this month.

The business to come before the Leg- 
islators is the removal of public of- 
clals who have been accused of embez- 
zlements and other misconduct and the 
appointment of successors. It is held 
that the Governor has not the power 
under the law to remove a public of- 
cial or suspend him, even if he is &2i 
admitted embezzler. That an amend- 
ment be made in the laws conferring 
such power is one of the recommenda- 
tions made in Dola's report to the sec- 
retary of the interior. 


The cruiser New York, with Admiral

LOCALOPTIONWINS 
THE FIGHTTODAY 


Supervisors Passman Ordinance 
Requiring That Majority Shall 


Rule in Country Districts. 


WJthout discussion the Board of Su- 


pervisors, by a vote of 3 to 2, this 
morning passecL.to print the ordinance 
providing for local option ' In liquor 
traffic throughout the county. The mat- 
ter has been before the Board for sev- 
eral weeks, but has been delayed from 
time to time until the liquor men them- 
selves, just before election, urged that 
some action be taken. 


The result jwas that this morning the 


ordinance was passed to print by -Su- 
pervisors Talcott, Rowe and Mitchell. 
Church and Horner voted against the 
measure. 


A committee of saloon men, headed 


by J. J. Carroll, . W. Sigourney, I. N. 
Foster, Charles Kohl and Charles Har- 
rison, was present at the hearing with 
their attorney, L. S. Church,.but they 
did not enter into the discussion of the 
merits of the measure, which provides 
that no license shall be granted where 
a majority of the property owners in 
the precinct where the saloon, is to be 
located have not signed the petition. 


"When the matter was brought up the 


following opinion from District Attor- 
ney AJlen. to whom It had been refer- 
red, was read : 


"Gentlemen: 
The 
proposed 
ordi- 


nance for regulation of the liquor bus- 
iness in the portions of this county un- 
der the control of the Board of Super- 
visors, now pending before your board, 
was submitted to this office. 


- "The law governing this class of lo- 
cal legislation is set forth in Ex. Parte 
Christ ensen, 85 Cal., at page 213, 
which reads as follows: 


" 'It is well settled that the govern- 


ing power may prohibit the manufacr 
ture and traffic in liquor altogether, 
provided only that it fioes not interfere 
with interstate commerce. See Muffler 
v. Kansas, 123 U. S., 623) And if the 
governing power can prohibit a. thing 
altogether, it can Impose such condi- 
tions upon its existence as it pleases.' 


"The ordinance is clearly within this 


decision. Very respectfully submitted,

ordinance to take effect be made Jan- 
uary 1,-1903. The motion was second- 
ed by Rowe and carried by the. follow- 
ing vote:

Rowe moved that the ordinance be 


passed to print and ^Church moved as 
an amendment that it be laid over for 
a week. 


"On what grounds do you wish to lay 


it over?" asked Talcott.

The amendment was lost and Howe's 


motion to pass to sprint, seconded by 
Talcott, was carried, as follows:

Upon motion of Talcott it was de- 


cided to have 10,000 copies of the ordi- 
nance printed for distribution among 
the saloon men of the outside districts. 


It is stated that the next move of

This important announcement was 


made today by Fleet Surgeon C. Aoki 
of the Imperial Japanese Navy. 


"Next year," . said Fleet Surgeon 


Aoki, "Japan will send abroad its fleet 
as a permanent unit. It will be sta- 
tioned on the Pacific coast of America. 
Its headquarters will be at Esquimau, 
in British Columbia, the naval .station 
of Great Britain, our allies, and it will 
visit all along tie Pacific coast as far 
south as Valparaiso. 
The" fleet will 
consist of three or possibly more of our 
best ships, and the usual number of 
small vessels to accompany them. 
It 
is expected also that we will have a 
fleet stationed In Europe, also with its 
headquarters in one of the big British 
naval stations. By the formation of a 
fleet in American waters we intend not 
only to pay a compliment to our very 
good friends, the American people, but 
also to indicate 
to the 
world 
that 
Japan's position as a nation does not 
exist merely on paper." 
Fleet Surgeon Aoki'has enjoyed the 
confidence of his sovereign for many 
years as one of the leading physicians 
of the Empire and when, some time 
ago, Li Hung Chang asked for a skill- 
ed surgeon from Japan, Fleet Surgeon 
Aoki was detached from his naval du- 
ties and sent to Tien Tsin, where he 
remained as medical adviser to Viceroy 
Li for two years. He is now on his 
way to Mexico to examine into the af- 
fairs of the Japanese laborers, who 
have been emigrating there in large 
numbers of recent yeo.rs. He will then 
return to Tokio to report to his gov- 
ernment.

TESTING A SAFETY AIR CUSHSON. 


A successful test was made of the 


safety air cushion recently placed in 
an elevator shaft at the patent office. 
The elevator car, in which were nu- 
merous frail articles, was dropped fifty 
feet and no injury resulted to the car 
and little. If any, to Its contents. 


In the car were 
about two dozen 


electric light globes, a. half dozen eggs 
and a monkey. The noise made by the 
fall was terrific, and dust arid trash 
about the shaft rose as If a cyclone had 
arrived. 
The monkey, which was in a 


cage^ was badly frightened, hut was 
not hurt. 
None of the globes were 


broken and only one egg was cracked. 


The idea for the use of the safety air 


cushion In elevator shafts is to prevent 
loss of life should the mechanical de- 
vlcos of the elevator break or fall. 
In 


the shaft at the patent office the cush- 
ion is built from the basement to the 
first floor. Its frame work is of Iron. 
Compressed air Is the means user to 
break the fall of the car, and in this 
case a pressure of seven pounds to the 
square inch was secured. The bottom 
of the car is trimmed with rubber to 
ease the contact with the sides of the 
shaft In a plunge. 
Safety air cushions are. now in use in 
the shafts of the War, State and Navy 
buildings, Library 
of 
Congress, and 


Patent offices.

ment that the plans of Architect Ben- 
ard have be'en started and are to be 
carried out to their completion. 


With the exception of the president's 
mansion, the new Mining Building is 
the first to be erected In accordance 
with the new plans. Its southern wall 
marks the east-and-west axis of the 
proposed group of buildings, the axis 
running along the hollow of the botan- 
ical grounds. The building is. also the 
corner one of the scientific square of 
buildings. It is, therefore, a natural 
nucleus about which the other build- 
ings are to be constructed.

Costing half a million dollars, mag- 


nificent in appearance, perfect in con- 
struction, and adequately equipped. 
the new Mining Building will be one 
of the finest in the world. Its con- 
struction is under the supervision of 
Supervising Architect John Galen How- 
ard, while its laboratory equipments 
have been left to Profesor Christy, 
Dean of the College of Mining of 'the 
University of California. 
The ceremony tomorrow will begin 
at 2:30 o'clock. At that time the Uni- 
versity will be closed, in order that the 
students may be present at the ser- 
vices. An academic procession will be 
formed, all of the faculty being in line, 
wearing 
their mortar boards, and 
scholaristic robes. The 
students of 


the collage of mining will appear in 
their laboratory dress, which consist 
of overalls and jumpers. 
With all this considered, the size 
and elegance of the building, its im- 
portance in the Benard plans, and the 
significance of its erection, marking, as 
It does, the beginning of the greatest 
group 
of University buildings 
the 
world has ever seen, it is not remarka- 
ble that tomorrow's ceremony will be 
dignified and stately, and that the peo- 
ple of the entire State will look upon 
the event as being the dawn of a new 
epoch in the educational life of the 
West.

In 
society as in life, all that is great and 
worthy is accomplished, and through 
evolution. But in society, as in 
life 


there must be vitality and developing 
essence in order that these great re- 
sults may be accomplished. The oak, 
the sequoia, the man, 
cannot exist 
without the essence of life and when 
we see men banded together as one, 
we ask, what is the great principle 
that brings these men together mak- 
ing a union that is indissoluble? What 
is this principle, we ask?
